Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1945. 

Diphtheria 

Fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  5 and  fifty-eight 
per  cent,  of  those  between  5 and  15  in  the  district  had  completed 
the  full  course  of  immunisation  at  the  close  of  the  year  under 
review.  There  was  one  notification  of  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  1945  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  21  per  year  for  the  past  20  years. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  23  new  cases  during  the  year  as  against  ii,  20, 
16,  19  and  9 respectively  in  the  years  1944  to  1940  inclusive. 

Health  Services 

I have  taken  the  opportunity  in  this  Report  to  revise  the 
information  given  in  Section  B (General  Provision  of  Health 
Services  for  the  Area)  which  has  not  been  brought  up  to  date 
since  the  1939  Report. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  which  begins  on  page  13 
gives  details  of  inspections  and  improvements  effected  during 
the  year  and  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  him 
and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
assistance  in  the  compilation  of  statistics  and  for  their 
willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  District  comprises  the  parishes  of  Shenley  and  Ridge 
which  are  chiefly  agricultural  and  residential,  and  Elstree. 
In  Elstree  the  principal  occupations  are  industrial,  more  par- 
ticularly the  film  studios  and  allied  industries,  photographic 
processing,  knitting  mills,  electrical  accessories  and  light  engin- 
eering. Elstree  is  to  some  extent  residential,  particularly  on 
the  west  side  of  the  L.M.S.  Railway  line.  On  the  East  side  of 
the  L.M.S.  Station,  in  the  Boreham  Wood  portion  of  the  parish, 
considerable  development  has  taken  place.  A number  of  new 
factories  were  erected  immediately  prior  to  and  during  the  war. 
Various  types  of  industry  are  represented,  including  the  manu- 
facture of  cosmetics  and  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  petrol 
tanks,  pistons,  ventilation  equipment  as  well  as  printing  and 
light  engineering  works.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 

1.  Public  Health  Officers 

One  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

One  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Meat  and  Food  Inspector. 

2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Examination  of  sputum  is  carried  out  at  the  Herts  County 
Council  laboratory.  Swabs  are  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association.  Samples  of  water  and  milk  are  examined  at  the 
Public  Health  Sector  Laboratory,  Peace  Memorial  Hospital, 
Watford. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  conveyed  by  the  Joint  Isola- 
tion Hospital  Ambulance.  Non-inf ectious  cases  for  Wellhouse 
Hospital  are  conveyed  by  the  WeUhouse  Ambulance.  For 
other  hospitals  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Watford 
Corporation  for  the  use  of  their  ambulance  service.  The  Police 
usually  call  the  Wellhouse  Ambulance  for  street  accidents  in 
the  district. 


(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  Nursing  Associations  in  Elstree,  Boreham  Wood, 
Shenley  and  Ridge,  supplying  three  whole-time  nurses  who 
work  under  the  Herts  County  Council.  There  is  no  special 
nursing  for  infectious  diseases.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

I.  (i)  Water 

The  following  information  with  respect  to  the  water  supply 
of  the  area  is  given  in  accordance  with  Circular  28/46  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

1.  The  water  supply  was  maintained  during  1945  at  a satis- 
factory standard  in  (a)  quality  and  (b)  quantity. 

2.  The  Colne  Valley  Water  Company  are  the  suppliers  and 
they  state  that  frequent  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  of  the  raw  water  and  of  the  treated  waters 
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were  carried  out  by  the  Company’s  staff  and  by  the  County 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  results  were  satisfactory. 

3.  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

4.  There  was  no  action  during  the  year  in  respect  of  any 
contamination. 

5.  Of  the  2,559  houses  in  the  district 

(a)  About  2,519  or  99  per  cent,  are  supplied  from  piped 
water  mains  direct  to  the  house  and 

(b)  About  25  or  i per  cent,  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  few  remaining  houses  are  without  piped  water  supply. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  important  extension  of  sewerage  was  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 

Several  cases  of  minor  pollution  of  streams  have  been  investi- 
gated. The  development  of  the  factory  estate  on  the  south 
side  of  Elstree  Way,  Boreham  Wood,  has  given  rise  to  several 
instances  of  oil  pollution  of  water  courses.  These  have  been 
traced  and  the  factories  concerned  have  been  required  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  prevent  further  pollution.  In  the  agri- 
cultural part  of  the  district  cases  of  pollution  of  streams  and 
ponds  by  farm  effluent  have  been  investigated  and  dealt  with. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation 

With  the  exception  of  about  80  pail  closets  at  out-lying  farms 
and  farm  cottages  all  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are 
served  by  water  closets;  these,  with  the  exception  of  a few  which 
discharge  into  cesspools,  are  connected  to  public  sewers. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  from  the  whole  of  the  district  by 
the  Council’s  own  staff  (under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor),  and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Green 
Street,  Shenley. 

(hi)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 

The  prescribed  tabular  statement  is  contained  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  which  commences  on  page  13. 

(iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 
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(v)  Camping  Sites 

[a)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used  during 
1945  was  one,  licensed  by  the  Council  under  Section  269 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

(ft)  Eight  annual  licences  authorising  individual  applicants 
to  station  and  use  moveable  dwellings  were  issued  during 
the  year. 

(c)  Estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in  the 
area  at  one  time  during  the  summer  season,  excluding 
holders  of  individual  licences,  40. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
the  area. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

Nine  premises  were  disinfested  by  means  of  Cymex  blocks. 
Subsequent  visits  were  paid  but  no  further  infestation  was 
discovered. 

4.  Schools 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory.  The 
water  is  supplied  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company.  The 
schools  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  specially  on  an  outbreak  of  any  infectious  disease 
for  the  purpose  of  excluding  or  examining  possible  contacts  and 
advising  on  any  necessary  measures.  All  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  are  notified  by  the  head  teachers. 

No  schools  were  closed  for  infectious  disease. 


SECTION  D 
HOUSING 

During  the  year  eighty-six  inspections  and  visits  were  made 
in  connection  with  the  rural  housing  survey.  The  whole  of 
the  houses  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district  have  been  inspected. 
The  Boreham  Wood  part  of  the  district  has  not  yet  been  sur- 
veyed but  the  great  majority  of  these  houses  are  comparatively 
modern  and  will  faU  automatically  into  categories  one  and  two, 
without  need  for  individual  detailed  inspection.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  5 cases  of  scarlet  fever.  The  disease  was  of  a 
mild  type,  and  there  were  no  deaths.  All  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Barnet. 

There  was  i case  of  diphtheria.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is 
immediately  available  if  required. 

Thirty-seven  vaccinations  were  performed  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Disinfection  of  infected  premises  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Elstree  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  my  seventh  Annual  Report,  compiled  to  the  same 
pattern  as  those  of  previous  years. 

The  Civil  Defence  services  having  at  last  stood  down  I have  been 
able  to  devote  my  time  and  energies  more  fully  to  public  health 
matters.  Housing  has  ranked  high  in  priority  and  more  than 
two  hundred  inspections  and  visits  were  made  during  1945  in 
connection  with  housing  accommodation.  It  is  well  known 
that  many  families  in  the  district  are  living  in  overcrowded 
and  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  full  details  of  these  have  been 
elicited  firstly  from  individual  housing  applications  and  secondly 
from  visits  to  the  homes  concerned. 

In  connection  with  the  rural  housing  survey,  the  Boreham 
Wood  part  of  the  district  remains  to  be  inspected.  Of  these 
houses,  numbering  roughly  one  thousand,  the  great  majority 
are  comparatively  modern  and  will  fall  automatically  into 
categories  one  and  two,  without  the  need  for  individual  in- 
spection. Five  hundred  and  sixty-five  houses,  chiefly  in  the 
Parishes  of  Shenley  and  Ridge,  have  now  been  inspected  and  of 
this  number  435  fall  into  Categories  i and  2,  56  into  Category 
3,  4 in  Category  4 and  70  in  Category  5. 

Prominent  in  my  plans  for  1946  is  a detailed  revision  of  the 
Factory  Register,  and  energetic  steps  towards  the  completion 
of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey. 

Assured  as  I am  of  your  continued  assistance  and  support, 
I feel  every  encouragement  to  tackle  these  and  other  pressing 
matters  with  full  confidence  and  zeal.
